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This Xeads me to wonder whether the time has not come 
whereby a special group should be activated within your agency 
to work on disarmament matters. This might take the form of 
an agency-wide group serving under an assistant of yours who 
would work full-time on disarmament matters. Eventually, one 
can envisage that at the appropriate time a USIB committee 
or operation (like NIC or perhaps like JAEIC) might be formed 
concerning Itself solely with arms control -die armament matters. 
I should also like, as a more inanediate measure, to obtain your 
views as to whether selected Individuals of this agency might 
participate, of course without vote. In working committees of 
JiWSIC and QMAIC, I recognize that certain precedents would be 
involved by making ACDA a l\ill member of all USIB committees, 
but I believe it would be advantageous to have Informal 
ai*rangements with these particular committees. 


It would be greatly appreciated if you might let me know 
when it would be convenient to have such a discussion with 
you. It is understanding that Mr. Matteson from our Agency 
has already had some preliminary conversations with your 
people on these subjects.
